In the consultation 
process currently under 
way, the Vale Council 
argues that a new road is 
needed to serve Cardiff 
Airport and the 
Enterprise Zone at St 
Athan. 

There is no evidence 
to support their 
argument. 

Ten years ago Cardiff 
Airport’s annual 
passenger numbers were 
2.3 million. At that time 
the airport’s managing

recently about 
the ‘Varoufakis 
runaround.’

director stated that there 
were no transport 
obstacles to their plans 
for growth. The airport’s 
masterplan (2006) 
predicted passenger 
numbers of 4.8 million 
by 2015. 

Instead, they 
plummeted to 1 million 
and now are 
approximately 1.4 
million. The airport is 
not profitable. 

In the meantime, 
Bristol Airport has 
grown dramatically with 
annual passenger 
numbers now at 8.1 
million, of which 1.6 
million are from south 
Wales. Those passengers 
are prepared to travel at 
much inconvenience and 
cost to the other side of 
Bristol because Bristol 
Airport has low cost 
flights in abundance to 


all until it gets its way 
on the Irish border. 

His conclusion is that 
the only way of restoring 
sovereignty to the UK 
parliament would be to 
avoid all negotiations by 
requesting from Brussels 
a Norway-style, off-the- 
shelf arrangement for a 
period of, say, seven 
years. 

The Irish border is a 
very small problem 
anyway which the EU 
has blown up out of all 
proportion. Eelixstowe 
handles vastly more non- 
EU imports than cross 
the Irish border. It does 
this with an automated 
customs system called 
Destin8, but without 
paperwork or customs 
officers. 

The chief executive of 
the company behind this 
system says that 
adapting it for the Irish 
border “... would 
probably involve a few 
extra key strokes.”

Cutting the travel time 
to Cardiff Airport by 
building a very 
expensive new road 
makes no sense. It will 
not help the airport 
grow. It will only grow 
if it provides regular low 
cost flights to places 
where travellers want to 
go and this will only 
happen by subsidising 
new carriers to fly from 
Cardiff. 

Creating an Enterprise 
Zone at St Athan is to be 
welcomed. But the 
history of such zones in 
the UK is mixed.

There is no evidence 
that spending large sums 
of money on a new road 
to Junction 34 will assist 
its development. Much 
more important will be 
the local availability of 
skilled employees.

A S reported in 
The GEM on 
May 3, the 
Vale Council 
Planning 

Committee on April 
26 approved 
Wimpey’s latest 
mass development 
project for 475 
houses to be built at 
Darren Farm. 

Users of the internet 
can visit the council’s 
website and view the 
webcam recording 
showing that the 
decision took less than 
eight minutes to be 
reached. 

As reported, at the 
meeting, Cllr Andrew 
Parker praised Wimpey, 
saying that his 
discussions with them 
had shown that their 
latest proposals were 
even better than their 
previous plans. 

Although most see 
this development as a 
disaster for the town, 

Cllr Parker is able to 
take a detached view 
because although he is 
one of the three 
Cowbridge county 
councillors, he does not 
actually live in the town 
or in any of the 
surrounding villages. 

He lives in 
Bonvilston, which 
means that he is so far 
away, he will not be in 
any way inconvenienced 


by all the problems this 
development will bring. 

Cllr Parker was 
elected to represent and 
where necessary, defend 
the interests of the 
current population of 
Cowbridge. He was not 
elected to be the local 
Wimpey sales rep. 

At present, 

homeowners in London 
and the south east of 
England who have 
reached retirement age 
are finding that they can 
sell their current houses 
and easily buy a 
retirement home in south 
Wales. The difference in 
values means that there 
remains a sizeable nest 
egg to spend on overseas 
holidays and other of 
life’s luxuries. 

We are asked to 
believe that all these 
new houses in the Vale 
are justified because 
young people wish to 
continue to live in the 
same area as their 
parents.

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Barry welder jailed 
for setting fire to 
wife’s car after row 


AFTER a row with his wife 
over the manner of his 
driving, the husband let her 
out of the vehicle, which 
belonged to her, before 
setting fire to it, causing it 
to be a complete write-off, 
writes AJ SICLUNA. 

Cardiff Crown Court heard that 
shortly after 27-year-old Joshua 
Miller, telephoned his wife Sarah 
and told her: “I’m sorry, but I’ve 
torched the car.” 

Miller of Pencoedtre Road, 
Barry, a welder, was jailed for 
eight months. 

He pleaded guilty to offences of 
arson, driving without a licence 
and insurance. 

He was also disqualified from 
driving for 10 months and a five- 
year restraining order was made 
preventing Miller from contacting 
his wife. 

Judge Richard Williams told 
him: “You were driving your 
wife’s car with her as a passenger 
and she became concerned and 
asked you to let her out. 

“That caused you to become 
angry and you left her without any 
means of transport in a car park.” 

After that, said the Judge, he 
obtained fuel and set fire to the 
Nissan vehicle, which was gutted. 

As a result, said Judge 
Williams, Mrs Miller suffered 
enduring anxiety and there were 
significant consequences and 
emotional harm. 

“Arson has always been 
regarded as extremely serious,” he 
added. 


Prosecutor Joanna James said 
that in March, Miller came to 
Cardiff city centre and met his 
wife, who was shopping. They had 
a meal together and with him 
driving, left for home. 

But she became unhappy with 
the manner of his driving and he 
let her out in a supermarket car 
park in Cardiff Bay. 

Ms James told the court that, 
soon after, a man walking his dog 
in Skomer Road, Barry, saw 
Miller driving the vehicle with the 
engine being revved. 

Miller parked on a footpath and 
was seen to pull a hood over his 
head. 

Ms James said: “Twenty 
seconds later, there was a loud 
bang and the car was on fire. A 
fuel can was on the side of the 
vehicle and the emergency 
services were called.” 

She added that when his wife 
arrived home, she could not obtain 
access to her house. 

The following morning. Miller, 
who was intoxicated, was arrested 
and fully admitted starting the fire. 
He said he had been angry because 
of the argument and admitted he 
had no licence or insurance. 

In a statement read to the court, 
his wife described the 
inconvenience of not having a car 
for five days and with two 
children, relying heavily on the 
vehicle. 

Taxis had been expensive, she 
was afraid and had nightmares. 

She added that she suffered 
anxiety and depression. 

She said that during her 


marriage, she had become 
alienated from family and friends 
and her husband constantly 
checked her telephone. 

She also said that she had ended 
the relationship. 

It was stated that Miller had 
convictions for assault and 
causing damage, and driving with 
excess alcohol. 

As a result of the incident, Mrs 
Miller was out of pocket £1,442. 

His counsel, Ros Rutter, said: 
“He immediately explained to his 
wife what had happened and 
apologised.” 

She said that references had 
painted a different picture of him 
and the offences did not reflect his 
true character. She added that he 
was hardworking and was 
described as an impressive and 
dedicated asset to his employer. 

It was his intention, she said, to 
obtain work in Newcastle. 

She added: “It is difficult to 
understand why he behaved as he 
did.” 

Said the Judge: “It was out of 
spite.” 

The argument, said Ms Rutter, 
was nothing serious and she had 
not wanted to make a complaint. 

The defendant, she said, 
suffered from acute anxiety and 
was worried about his father’s 
health. She said his behaviour was 
totally out of character and as a 
result, he had lost the relationship. 

She concluded: “He accepts his 
behaviour is absolutely appalling 
and he recognises there is an 
alcohol dependency issue.”

A tribute to

RNLI lifeguards on 
duty at Sully Island 


RNLI lifeguards 
will be patrolling 
Sully Island from 
this weekend in a 
bid to reduce the 
numbers of visitors 
cut off by high 
tides. 

Last year there were a 
record number of 
rescues by Penarth 
RNLI volunteers who 
were called out more 
than 20 times to assist 
people cut off by the 
tide. Visitors getting 
trapped on the island 
accounted for a third of 
their call-outs in 2017. 

During periods of 
high risk, RNLI 
lifeguards will be on 
hand to make a thorough 
sweep of the island prior 
to high tides, offering 
safety advice to visitors 
and keeping a log of 
anyone who chooses to 
stay on the island while 
the causeway is covered. 

Matt Childs, the 
RNLI Lifeguard 

Supervisor for south east 
Wales, said: “We’ll be in 
communication with 
HM Coastguard at 
Milford and also the 
local Coast Watch 
station throughout these 
times and will remain on 
site until the causeway is 
flooded.” 

Matt Childs said: 
“This is a site where 
people could lose their 
lives, so if you do get 
stuck on the island we 
would always advise 
you to stay put, don’t try 
to get back across the 
water, but stay calm and 
ring the Coastguard on 
999.” 

The tiny, deserted 
island, 400 metres from 
the mainland, is cut off 
twice a day when the 
tide comes in and is only 
accessible across a 
rocky causeway at low

tide, a walk of around 40 
minutes. 

It remains a popular 
attraction for people 
visiting an Iron Age fort 
and a Victorian 
shipwreck, and is also 
classified as a Site of 
Special Scientific 
Interest. 

From Saturday, May 
26, lifeguards will also 
provide daily safety 
patrols on Whitmore 
Bay in Barry and from 
June 30, there will also 
be a daily RNLI 
lifeguard service at 
Southemdown, Ogmore 
and Llantwit Major. 

The lifeguard service 
is provided in 
partnership with Vale 
Council. 

Last week, the RNLI 
launched its Respect the 
Water drowning 

prevention campaign, 
focusing on safety 
advice for anyone who 
finds themselves 

unexpectedly in cold 
water. 

Most people who die 
around the UK coast 
never expected to enter 
the water at all and the 
RNLI is urging anyone 
who falls into cold water 


and Penarth RNLI at

Matt Childs said: “We 
often rely on our 
instincts but our 
instinctive response to 
sudden immersion in 
cold water - gasping, 
thrashing and swimming 
hard - is potentially a 
killer. 

“It increases the 
chances of water 
entering your lungs, 
increases the strain on 
your heart, cools the 
skin further and lets air 
escape from any 
clothing, which then 
reduces buoyancy.

best immediate course 
of action in that situation 
is to fight your instinct 
and try to float or rest, 
just for a short time. The 
effects of cold water 
shock will pass quite 
quickly, within 60-90 
seconds. 

“Floating for this 
short time will let you 
regain control of your 
breathing and your 
survival chances will 
greatly increase.”

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Cancer charity’s concerns 
over treatment targets 
missed by Wales NHS 


MACMILLAN warns that 
Wales’ failure to meet 
nationally set cancer 
treatment targets means 
96 people faced treatment 
delays in March this year 
alone. 

Highlighting the Welsh 
Government’s latest cancer 
treatment waiting times, 
published recently, Macmillan 
Wales is concerned that both the 
31-day and 62-day targets are 
being missed with such 
consistency. 

While there were small 
improvements in March, Wales 
missed both its cancer treatment 
targets and has still not met its 
urgent suspected cancer 
treatment targets since 2008. 

The charity warns that “...far 
too many patients” are facing a 
wait for their treatment to begin. 

Richard Pugh, head of 
services for Macmillan Wales, 
said: “We cannot underestimate 
how vitally important early 
diagnosis and timely treatment 
is for people with cancer in 
Wales. 

“Not only does timely 
treatment have the potential to 
improve outcomes, it also 
avoids creating unnecessary 
anxiety for cancer patients. 

“Hearing the words ‘you have 
cancer’ is, for many people, the 
most difficult experience of then- 
lives. The additional anxiety 
placed on people facing delays 
must be heart-breaking. 

“The figure to focus on here 
is 96 people - and the loved 


ones who surround them - who 
have found themselves in such a 
position because the system 
lacks the capacity to deliver 
their treatment on time. 

“Our NHS staff are fantastic, 
but they are not only trying to 
deal with a huge rise in demand 
- a 35.3 per cent increase for 
urgent suspected cancer 
treatment compared to five 
years ago - but also the 
financial challenges facing our 
health service which are greater 
than ever before. 

“The Welsh Government 
needs to put extra capacity in 
place to make sure every cancer 
patient in Wales is given the 
best possible chance, by being 
diagnosed at the earliest 
opportunity and by starting their 
cancer treatment on time.” 

A Welsh Government 
spokesperson said: “The NHS in 
Wales has seen significant 
increases in demand for cancer 
treatment over the past five 
years. 

“The number of treatments 
for cancer in the last 12 months 
was 8.3 per cent more than five 
years ago and the number 
treated in target time has 
increased by 7.3 per cent. 

“We will continue to work 
with health boards to drive 
forward further improvements in 
performance.” 

South Wales Central AM 
Andrew RT Davies said: 

“Action must be taken to tackle 
unacceptable waiting times for 
cancer treatment in Wales. 

Macmillan’s report warned of 


the “heart breaking anxiety” that 
delayed treatment can cause as 
news emerged that 96 people 
faced treatment delays in March 
alone. 

Concerns were also raised 
that both 31 and 62 day targets 
were missed with such 
consistency. 

Pointing out that waiting 
times are “...probably the most 
common issue in his postbag”, 
Mr Davies said it was vital the 
situation was addressed. 

Constituents across Cardiff, 
the Vale and RCT “...will not 
stand for further inaction” he 
said. 

Mr Davies added: “It has long 
been the case that cancer 
treatment times in Wales lag 
behind the England, and that is a 
matter of both worry and shame. 

“It is deeply worrying to be 
told you have cancer, and 
Macmillan are absolutely right 
to highlight the heart breaking 
anxiety that comes with 
treatment being delayed. 

“The people of Cardiff, the 
Vale and RCT rightly expect the 
very best treatment, and our 
doctors, nurses and NHS staff 
work exceptionally hard to 
provide it. 

“But, sadly, Welsh 
Government incompetence 
means patients do not always 
get the standards they deserve. 

“This situation must be 
sorted, and the Cabinet 
Secretary must take action to 
address it.”

Parking at Penarth seafront needs \ 
to be managed more stringently 
a concerend local resident has said. I 


others are hogging spots 
for hours on end. 

Mr Evans (61), a 
long-standing Penarth 
resident, explained: 

“I’m extremely 
frustrated with the 
poorly managed parking 
facilities at Penarth 
seafront. 

“During the Bank 
Holiday weekend, I was 
approached by a blue 
badge holder who had 
tried to find a space 
along the seafront. 

“They had apparently 
driven around three or 
four times before 
parking up at the 
clifftop. It meant they 
had to struggle to walk 
down all the way down 
the hill. 

“While parking 
spaces were at a 
premium during this 
holiday weekend, it is 
quite clear that some 
members of our 
community have little 
regard or respect for our 
community.” 

The issue is close to 
Mr Evans’ heart 
because his mother has 
heart and mobility 
issues and is a blue 
badge holder. 

He said some drivers 
park in blue badge spots 
when they should not 
and others stay in the 
‘two hour’ spaces for 
hours on end. He claims 
there have even been 



‘cars for sale’ on the 
esplanade. 

When he approached 
a traffic enforcement 
officer about the 
parking problems he 
says he was told that 
officers had been 
instructed to concentrate 
on the double yellow 
lines at the pier and not 
spend time on the ‘two 
hour spaces’ further 
along the seafront 
because they also had to 
deal with Penarth town 
centre. 

Mr Evans has filled 
out online forms on a 
number of occasions to 
make council staff 
aware of the problems. 

“I have reported 
these issues many times 
to the Vale Council and 
it appears they are 
powerless to manage 
this situation. 

“As we approach the 
summer period this 
ongoing issue will have 
an impact on the tourist 
trade at the seafront. 
When are enforcement 
officers going to 
support the needs of the 
community?” 

The GEM recently 
reported how Barry 
Island residents were 
becoming frustrated 
with visitors who were 
parking illegally on 
green areas and across 
driveways.

“They also had lots of 
things to share that we 
could adopt here in the 
UK. For instance, one 
lady I encountered was 
raising pigs and all the 
waste matter from the 
pigs was used to generate 
electricity. This was a 
sustainable model that 
was environmentally 
friendly and improved 
both the lives of the pigs 
and the people.” 

Whilst there the group 
also attended a Royal 
reception where they met 
the King and were 
honoured for the work 
they were doing with the 
Cameroon people. 

It is anticipated that 
the Wales-Cameroon 
exchange will continue 
and that more 
opportunities to visit 
each others agricultural 
worlds will take place in 
the not too distant future.

Plaid says school uniform 


grant 

A GRANT for parents on 
low incomes to buy school 
uniforms won’t be restored 
by Vale Council after it was 
cut by the Welsh 
Government - but a 
replacement has been 
promised. 

The school uniform grant 
offered payments of £105 to 
parents of year-7 pupils eligible 
for free school meals and helped 
5,500 children in Wales last year. 

But the Welsh Government 
decided to cut the scheme for the 
2018/19 school year as the cost of 
uniforms has “reduced 
significantly”. 

The Vale Council says it is not 
in a position to restore the school 
uniform grant, while the Welsh 
Government said it will announce 
details of a replacement grant in 
the coming weeks. 


should b( 

Plaid Cymru had called for the 
Vale Council to support parents in 
buying school uniform after the 
grant was cut. 

Cllr Nic Hodges said that the 
council should follow the example 
of Plaid-run Gwynedd Council 
who have decided to keep the 
grant in 2018-19, funding it from 
within the council budget. 

He said: “It is very 
disappointing that Labour voted to 
cut the School Uniform Grant, 
which helped parents to pay for 
school uniforms as children 
moved from primary school to 
secondary school. 

“Barry has two new 
comprehensive schools opening 
this autumn, both with new 
uniforms. There will be many 
parents worrying how much 
money it will cost. 

“As part of the costs of school 
reorganisation, the Vale Council 


3 kept 

should make this grant available.” 

Cllr Bob Penrose, the Vale 
Council’s cabinet member for 
learning and culture, said: 
“Regrettably, the council is not in 
a position to continue providing a 
school uniform grant on behalf of 
Welsh Government following 
withdrawal of the funding across 
Wales. 

“It is our understanding that 
Welsh Government is looking into 
replacing the grant with a more 
flexible fund intended to better 
meet the needs of disadvantaged 
learners which could be in place 
from September 2018.” 

A Welsh Government 
spokesman said: “As Plaid Cymru 
are aware, the Cabinet Secretary is 
due to make an announcement on 
a broader replacement grant, also 
covering school uniforms, in the 
coming weeks”.

DRY EYE SYNDROME - RAISING 
AWARENESS OF ITS IMPACT 


T he International Glaucoma 
Association is focusing on the 
impact of dry eye syndrome for 
people with glaucoma during IGA 
National Glaucoma Week (June 4-10). 

Dry eye can have a debilitating effect on a 
person’s quality of life yet is little understood. 

Dry eye syndrome affects 50 to 60 per cent of 
people with glaucoma and one in three people 
over the age of 65. It is a disorder where the 
eyes don’t make enough tears, or the tears 


evaporate too quickly. This can make eyes feel 
dry, scratchy and irritated or watery, and feel 
heavy and tired by the end of the day. In severe 
cases people report pain, discomfort and 
depression, and its impact has been compared 
with that of angina, dialysis and disabling hip 
fractures. 

Commenting on the campaign, Karen Osborn 
says: “Dry eye has an adverse impact on quality 
of life, with people saying that they cannot read, 
find the sunlight painful, feel unhappy and can’t

Minister ‘must 
give timescale’ on 
incinerator EIA 

THE Welsh

Andrew RT Davies 
has said. 

In February, Minister 
for Environment Hannah 
Blythyn told Assembly 
Members she was 
“minded to” insist that an 
EIA be carried out before 
an environmental permit 
would be granted. 

But residents have 
complained this does not 
appear to be 
forthcoming, with 
concerns it may now not 
go ahead. 

Recently in the 
Senedd, Mr Davies asked 
Ms Blythyn to provide a 
timeline of when a final 
decision would be made, 
pointing to significant 
cross-party support. 


In response, Ms 
Blythyn said the Welsh 
Government “do not 
intend to set deadline” - 
a decision Mr Davies 
described as 

“regrettable”. 

Mr Davies said: 
“Barry residents are 
rightly concerned about 
the potentially damaging 
impacts this incinerator 
may have on the 
environment. 

“Recently we were 
told the operators expect 
to be running by 
Christmas, yet Ministers 
are yet to make good on 
their promise to insist on 
an EIA. 

“It’s vital this is 
carried out sooner rather 
than later, so a timescale 
on a final decision must 
be provided. 

“Months have passed 
since the Minister’s 
previous comments and 
it is not unreasonable to 
expect progress. 

“Residents will be 
disappointed with Welsh 
Labour dithering on such 
an important issue.”

Howard, but, 
understandably, such 
troubles were 
suggestive of a film that 
was floundering rather 
than thriving. 

Add to that the 
question of whether 
exploring the early 
years of one of finest 
characters in Star Wars 
(if not cinema as a 
whole) is a worthy one, 
and you have what 
could be a recipe for 
disaster. So it’s 
satisfying to report that 
Solo is a rip-roaring 
galactic adventure, a 
hugely satisfying 
blockbuster. 

Stepping into the 
boots of the roguish 
Solo (and Harrison 
Lord) can’t be an easy 
task, but Alden 
Ehrenreich is really 
impressive here. Giving 
his portrayal a flash of 
the wit and wiles of 
Lord’s iteration, but 


also the naivety and 
hot-headedness of 
youth, it’s a 
performance that pays 
due deference to what 
has gone before (or 
after in narrative terms) 
but also stands on its 
own two feet. 

There’s a solid cast 
surrounding him as well 
- Emilia Clarke as his 
childhood sweetheart 
Qi’Ra is a little bland 
but with intriguing 
edges. Woody 
Harrelson excels at the 
sort of morally-murky 
characters he always 
does so well, Paul 
Bettany’s villainous 
gangster Dryden Vos 
does a nice line in 
passive malevolence 
and Phoebe Waller- 
Bridge, as a 
navigational robot, has 
some of the film’s best 
lines. 

Predictably, the 
performance of Donald 
Glover as Lando 
Calrissian near enough 
steals the show from 
the rest of the cast. 
Picking one of the 
coolest men in popular 
culture to portray one 
of the coolest men in 
Star Wars lore was 
hardly taking a risk, 
but, much like 
Ehrenreich, Glover 
brings himself to the 
character of Lando 
while echoing elements 
of Billy Dee Williams’ 
portrayal, and though 
his role is small but 
significant, he shares a 
great chemistry with 
Ehrenreich. 

The film’s well- 
publicised directorial 
issues have had 
minimal effect on the

end product. The 
slightly off-kilter 
comedic sensibility of 
Chris Miller and Phil 
Lord is in the mix, 
albeit low, while the 
professional and 
assured hand of Ron 
Howard ensures the 
film moves at a pace 
and the action 
sequences fizz with 
adventure (a railroad 
heist, in particular, 
excellently staged), the 
film playing as part- 
heist movie, part- 
western. It’s also a film 
that visually identifies 
as a Star Wars film - it 
has that tone and 
colour, though Howard 
is a smart enough 
director to ape rather 
than wholesale copy. 

The directorial joins 
only ever briefly show 
- Beckett and his 
crew’s introduction 
feels a little bit 
muddled, while the 
pace of the film means 
certain elements feel 
rushed through. But 
there are plenty of 
callbacks and 
references to Star Wars 
adventures past and 
present (the film taking 
place between Episode 
III and Episode TV of 
the main saga), and one 
genuine shock moment 
that certainly suggests 
there will be more 
installments should the 
public and studio want 
them. 

Given its pre¬ 
publicity, there is no 
way that Solo: A Star 
Wars Story should be as 
good as it is; but strip 
away the negative 
hyperbole and even 
then you are left with a 
thrilling adventure that 
should sate the most 
die-hard Star Wars (and 
Han Solo) fans. 

VERDICT: 
Examining the early 
years of the life of a 
beloved character is 
never easy (or indeed 
necessary) but Solo: A 
Star Wars Story delivers 
the goods; a thorough 
delight that treats a 
beloved character with 
the right amount of 
respect. 

The performances 
are spot on, especially 
Alden Ehrenreich, with 
some big shoes to fill, 
and Donald Glover’s 
cooly louche Lando, 
and it all adds up to an 
impressively satisfying 
sci-fi adventure. Highly 
recommended.

Who wants to see 
The Invisible Man?

ON Friday June 8, 
a new adaptation of 
the HG Wells’ 
classic novel, The 
Invisible Man 
comes to the Grand 
Pavilion, 

Porthcawl. 

Adapted and directed 
by Pembrokeshire 
playwright, Derek 
Webb, the play 
obviously posed certain 
challenges. Having 
recently adapted the 
classic Hitchcock film 
The Lady Vanishes for 
the stage (primarily set 
on a moving train) the 
challenge of bringing 
The Invisible Man to the 
stage seemed irresistible. 

But how exactly to 
show an invisible man 
on stage? 

One answer is to have 
a magician as one of the 
actors. Stefan Pejic who 
plays Griffin, the 
Invisible Man himself, is 
not only an actor, but an 
accomplished magician 
and comedian. 

“Another way, 
besides some actual 
‘magical’ tricks is to do 
what theatre does best - 
use the audience’s 
imagination to be part of 
the event; inviting them 
to imagine objects that 
patently aren’t visible,” 
said Derek Webb. 

And this thought of 
invisibility gives rise to 
plenty of visual gags 
too. The book itself has 
many comic moments 
but, with just three 
actors playing all the 
parts, the play allowed 
for a great deal of added 
fun. 

It is obvious that they 
are aware of their quick¬ 
changing roles - and the 
audience is let in on the 
joke too - which gives 
rise to some very funny 
moments. 

Besides Pejic, there 
are two other very 
talented and versatile 
actors, each of whom 


play five characters 
apiece. James Scanned, 
who plays a busty 
landlady and a further 
four characters, was 
nominated for Best 
Actor in the 2018 Wales 
Theatre Awards. 

Andrew Lennon, 
again playing five 
different characters, was 
described as ‘brilliant’ 
by the Wales Arts 
Review for his part in 
the recent revival of 
Philip Burton’s Granton 
Street. 

HG Wells himself is 
seen by many to be the 
father of science fiction. 
His early novels such as 
The Time Machine, The 
War of the Worlds and 
The Invisible man 
caused sensations in 
their day and still 
resonate today. 

The thought of 
invisibility - and the 
advantages it could 
bring to someone - is 
one which has captured 
the imagination of 
millions since the classic 
HG Wells’ story was 
first published in 1897. 

While injecting a 
great deal of humour, 
Webb has opted to keep 
broadly with the plot of 
the original book and 
has tried to retain some 
key points that Wells 
makes. 


The novel highlights 
some of the economic 
and political problems 
that preoccupied him 
throughout his career. 

The Invisible Man 
could be seem as a 
parable of the dangerous 
power of modem 
science. 

But it’s not just a 
story about a mad 
scientist meddling with 
things that man was not 
meant to know - it’s a 
story about a man who 
doesn’t fit in with his 
surroundings. 

The Invisible Man is 
without family or good 
friends, whose 
colleagues don’t 
understand or care about 
his work. 

He feels isolated and 
invisible long before he 
discovers how to make 
himself literally 
invisible. The 
contemporary relevance, 
the setting and the 
humour of the play 
should have very broad 
appeal. 

After Porthcawl, The 
Invisible Man tours to 
10 venues in south 
Wales throughout June, 
including Barry’s Memo 
on Wednesday, June 20.

The head 

greenkeeper stereotype 
is that of an outdoor 
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man, bronzed and 
wizened by the sun and 
by experience. 

Wenvoe were 
delighted recently to 
appoint a woman, Lucy 
Sellick, as head 
greenkeeper, and she 
brings with her the 
background of working 
at the world famous 
Ryder Cup venue of 
Celtic Manor. 

One thing that Lucy 
can wave goodbye to is 
the wet weather 
problems that Celtic 
Manor experienced 
when it hosted the 
Ryder Cup. 

Wenvoe is well- 
known throughout south 
Wales for the excellent 
drainage on the course. 

It’s worth starting at 
the very beginning... 

The first castle was 
built in the early 1700s 
and it has had a 
chequered past. 
Ownership changed, 
and it was burnt down 
and then rebuilt. 

However, its golf 
history begins in 1936, 
when it was opened as a 
members’ club with a 
full 18-hole course. 
Members become full 
shareholders when they 
pay their first full 
subscription. 

There was no 
skimping on costs back 
in the 1930s. The club 
hired James Braid, one 
of the most famous 
golfers of his day, and a 
renowned course 
architect, and he made 
full use of the 200 acres 
that were available. 

Wenvoe Castle is not 
a course where a stray 
shot often finishes on 
an adjoining fairway. 

Mr Braid could 
probably have squeezed 


another nine holes in, 
but fortunately, he was 
under no pressure to do 
so. 

It means that the club 
has three practice 
areas - one for 
chipping, one for mid 
irons, and one that has 
room enough for every 
club in the bag. 

James Braid also 
knew about the 
importance of finishing 
on a high note and, 
since 1936, there can 
have been few golfers 
who failed to stop and 
take in the majestic 
view as they surveyed 
their second shots to the 
18th. 

His design has 
required only minor 
modifications, and 
Wenvoe Castle 
regularly holds 
prestigious events. 

The most recent was 
the Welsh Ladies Team 
Championships, and 
another international 
tournament, the Welsh 
Open Youth 
Championship (for 
under-21s) starts today 
(Thursday) with 
practice rounds, with 
the competition starting 
Friday and concluding 
on Sunday, June 3. 

There’s a real sense 
of continuity at Wenvoe 
Castle, and that extends 
to the club professional, 
Jason Harris, who has 
been at the club for 19 
years now.

The Hallett holds a 
special place at the club, 
because Wenvoe is the

S UMMER means 

astronomers must be 
night-owls, because we 
must wait until around 
midnight before we see the 
stars. 

However, look to the west and you 
should spot one bright ‘star’ from 
about 9 pm onwards. This is the 
planet Venus. Closer to the Sun than 
Earth, it is sometimes referred to as 
our ‘sister planet’, because of its size. 

You may also think that because it 
is so bright, a telescope will show lots 
of surface detail, but you would be 
wrong. It has an atmosphere that 
really would take your breath away as 
the planet is covered in sulphuric acid 
clouds. A traveller to this planet need 
not take an umbrella. 

If the acid does not get you the 
atmosphere also contains loads of 
carbon dioxide (96 per cent). 

In fact, even the space probes that 
have ventured down on its surface, 
cease working after about one hour. It 
is hardly surprising we know little 
about the surface. 

We do know much of it has been 
shaped by volcanos although we don’t 
know if they are still active. 

As I write this we, on Earth, have 
just experienced temperatures for 
early May that meteorologists say 
have broken records; well the surface 
temperature on Venus is something 
like 460°C so I suppose we should not 
grumble. 

As the planet is closer to the Sun 
than Earth it exhibits phases just like 


our Moon, and these can be seen with 
a large telescope. 

One thing I must warn about is - 
never try finding this planet using a 
pair of binoculars or a telescope 
unless the Sun has set below the 
horizon. You could damage your eyes 
or even go blind. If you need help to 
locate it, the Moon is close by Venus 
on the evenings of 15/16th. 

The planet Jupiter can be found 
low down in the southern sky in the 
constellation of Libra. You can’t miss 
it because it will be the brightest 
object around and the Moon will be 
close by on 22nd, 23rd and 24th. A 
pair of binoculars will show its four 
bright Galilean Moons: lo, Calisto, 
Ganymede, and Europa. 

Have fun watching them change 
position relative to Jupiter night after 
night. 

A small telescope should show the 
planets two main belts. Jupiter is 
another planet covered by clouds, 
mainly hydrogen, and its surface 
temperature is around -120°C. It is 
our largest planet and has over 70 
moons, but most are small. It also has 
a set of rings, the material probably 
made up from a Moon that got to 
close and was literally pulled apart by 
Jupiter’s enormous gravity. 

Do keep an eye on our website 
www.barryastronomical.wordpress.co 
m for details of when we meet, 
especially in Porthkerry Park, weather 
permitting, to observe the night sky. I 
will be only to pleased to point out 
various objects of interest. 


New council plan 
to help Traumatised’ 
foster children 


The NHS and Vale 
Council will launch 
a new fostering 
service for 
traumatised 
children and their 
carers. 

The new service will 
aim to provide high- 
intensity “therapeutic 
parenting’ to looked- 
after youngsters who 
have suffered bad 
childhood experiences. 

Cardiff and Vale 
University Health Board 
will recruit enough staff 
to provide 45 hours per 
week of clinical 
psychologist care and 
37.5 hours of care from 
a graduate mental health 
worker. 

The fostering service, 
funded by the Vale 
Council’s Children and 
Young People Services, 
will initially run for two 
years after the council’s 
cabinet approved the 
plans on Monday (May 
21 ). 

It is expected to cost 
£81,516 per year, along 
with £7,500 of one-off 
set-up costs, and will 
build on an existing 
therapeutic parenting 
pilot service made up of 
a psychologist and two 
support staff. 

The council spends 
between £159 and £350 
per child per week for 
in-house foster care, 
rising to £690 to £1,200 
per week for foster care 
arranged by external 
providers. 

It costs the council 
between £2,650 and 


£5,500 per child per 
week for residential care 

“The aim of the 
service is to provide 
support to children and 
young people looked 
after and their carers,” 
council papers say.

and supporting carers to 
provide high- 
structure/high-nurture

Mexican 
standoff sees 
Giggs blood 
youngsters

T HERE'S 
nothing 
nicer for 
your poor, 
exhausted 
footballer than a 
summer break 
somewhere warm 
and inviting. 

For the players 
picked for Ryan Giggs' 
third outing as Wales 
manager, a trip to Los 
Angeles came with the 
caveat of facing off 
against Mexico at the 
Rose Bowl, site of the 
1994 World Cup final. 

With the Mexicans 
preparing for the World 
Cup, drawn in a group 
against Germany, 
Sweden and South 
Korea, for Wales this 
was more of a chance 
for Giggs to bed in his 
ideas, following 
March's sojourn to 
China. 

He would be doing it 
minus Gareth Bale, 
busy preparing for his 
fourth Champions 
League final, and Hal 
Robson Kanu, the Euro 
2016 hero paying for a 
poor season with West 
Bromwich Albion, but 
with a good mix of 
experienced 
campaigners like Aaron 
Ramsey, Chris Gunter, 
Ashley Williams, with 
a talented crop of 
youngsters led by 
Sheffield United's 
David Brooks, Harry 
Wilson and Tom 
Lockyer. 

Having played 
Mexico three times 
previously (the last 
game between them, in 
New Jersey in 2012, 
saw Wales lose 2-0) 
and having yet to win 
against them, this 
would be a formidable 
test for Giggs and his 
squad, but one that, 
after 90 minutes, and in 
front of an 82,000- 
strong crowd made up 
predominantly of 
Mexican fans, Giggs 
will arguably feel his 
team certainly dealt 
with admirably enough. 

The 0-0 stalemate 
may have been short on 
goals, but will have 
given Giggs and his 
coaches plenty to think 
about in terms of his 
on-field options come 
September's opening 
Nations League fixture 
against the Republic of 
Ireland at the Cardiff 
City Stadium. 

What will impress 
Giggs the most will 
have been Wales' 
rugged rearguard action 
against a team who, 
certainly in the second 
half, were the dominant 
force. Coupled with 
Ashley Williams' early 
withdrawal with a rib 
injury after just 21 
mi nutes through injury, 
seeing Wales hold the 
Mexicans with a 
backline of burgeoning 
experience was hugely 


heartening, with Wayne 
Hennessey in 
imperious form 
between the sticks. 

Giggs' desire to 
blood youth have 
slightly been forced 
upon him by injuries 
and withdrawals, but 
it's paid dividends in 
the three games so far, 
the likes of Wilson, 
Brooks and Tom 
Lockyer (among 
others) all gaining 
valuable international 
experience which will 
stand them in good 
stead moving forward. 

Wales' options in 
attack certainly don't 
lack for pace, and that 
was another pleasing 
facet to their game, the 
willingness to stay tight 
and play on the 
counter-attack, and 
while this is hardly a 
new philosophy for 
Wales, it's one that, 
with the likes of 
Brooks, Wilson, the 
injured Tom Lawrence 
and Champions League 
hero Gareth Bale, will 
be exciting to see given 
the adventurous nature 
of those attackers. 

What may be of 
concern to Giggs is that 
the teeth of the Welsh 
attack seem blunted 
without Bale - just 
three shots during the 
game, and only one on 
target, doesn't make for 
pretty reading, 
especially when the 
Mexicans managed 22 
shots with nine on 
target. 

Having given out 11 
new caps in his three 
games so far, Giggs is 
making the right noises 
about blending youth 
with experience, and it 
seems that this will be 
one of the key tenets of 
his reign. With Bale, 
Lawrence and 
defensive prodigy 
Ethan Ampadu all set 
to return in time for 
September, his first 
competitive squad 
should be a pleasing 
balance between the 
two. 

In a group with the 
Republic of Ireland and 
Denmark, Wales will 
feel they can most 
certainly be 
competitive in their 
Nations League group 
and that, along with 
qualification for the 
2020 European 
Championships, should 
be Giggs' ultimate 
target. 

His selections thus 
far have been a step in 
the right direction - 
with competitive 
football on the horizon 
we'll soon find out how 
ready he, and his new 
dawn of players, are.
